It Is not easy to say anything on the

Bubject assigned me which the inquiring
mind will recognize as being new I
shall not detain you with statistics as to
the growth and extension of railway
systems nor those whioh show that theso-

havo boon the pnmo fnotors of our
national growih It Is all the story ot
half a century and the larger part of It
comes within the actual experience of
the younger mon who are coming into
control of business affairs at this time

The correct historian of this pariod
who seeks to arrive at the true extent of
the power of railways as creators of
national wealth and their mlluenoo in
adding to tho per capita wealth of this
free people and who follow out tho lines
of general advancement for which they
are directly and indireotly responsible
will be called upon to prei ent almost in-

credible
¬

ligures and statements of faota-
We are too near to It all at this time
to rejoice in the full comprehension and
appreciation of this wondrous work but
tho time will come when tho progress of-

theso few years for which the railroad is
largely responsible will stand out as the
most marvelous achievement of man
Speaking with reference to the United
States it may be said that they have
been supplied ns if by magio with rail-
way

¬

ayatems throughout thoir length
and breadth touching every section of
Importance and making available every
existing resource

The free conditions under which this
great system of roads has been built
liavo made it possiblo to build it quickly
and at this time there Is little room
and much less actual necessity for
new railroad enterprises We may say
that the construction account is nearly
closed aud that the present test lies in
the support and proper maintenance of
the nearly 200000 miles of roads already
built The fact that many thousands of
miles ot this grand system of rail thor-
oughfares

¬

have beon built far beyond
the Hues of actual eottlement and that
in mnny cases the rail mileage in a
given territory is far in excess of actual
necessity makes this test one of serious
consideration

IMPORTANT ECONOMIC QUKSTIONS

With this rnpid building of a com-

plete
¬

railway systom there haB been an
equally rapid development of tho ma-
terial

¬

resources in the states supplying
in the most part every essontlal product
far boyond the capacity ot the population
to dispose or consume These two facts

the one of oxcessive railway building
the other of excessive production pre-
sent

¬

the two most important economic
questions of the time We are brought
to face the necessity of adjusting our-
selves

¬

to these advanced conditions to
the end of wisely perpetuating these In-

stitutions
¬

for tho good of the states in-

dividually
¬

and collectively At this mo-

ment
¬

tho country and every railway in-

terest
¬

uro suffering for want of this ad-

justment
¬

It touches all alike and wo
are coming perhaps too slowly to u
common ground of observation and ac-

tion
¬

admitting with each other the
crudity of management of commercial
and railway interests as they relato to
each other in different sections of the
country

NFCtSSITY OF ENDING TRAIFIC WtRS-

It is the ambitiou natural to Amer-
icans

¬

of every producer and of every
industrial institution to distribute their
products throughout the entire country
regardless on natural conditions and
with the present system of transporta-
tion

¬

it is being made posaibls for them to-

do so regardless of local conditions
which should prevail so that the noce-
eity

°

for dollning commercial territorial
lines and a system of transportation
ohiirces that will put an end to the cease
loss and growing conflicts that are now
eating at the heart of local aud general
prosperity of commercial institutions
and threatening the wellbeing of trans-
portation

¬

companies Is becoming each
day more and more apparent

Divided and mdividual management
of the different railway systems extend-
ing

¬
long distances through the country

coming in contact with each other at
points where in the nature of things their
interests are diverse results in forcing
commercial lines beyond their proper
boundary Add to this the fact that
thase roads are controlled in a greater
or le ser degree by varying statutory
regulations in different sections of the
country making it impossible in many
instances for roads to govern their ac-

tions

either on the line of selfproteo-
tion or of preservation of the commercial
interests of their territory and it will be
seen that tho question of proper adjust-
ment

is ono of serious import
DANGKIIS FOn TRAFflC COMPANIES

There are many dangers besetting
transportation companies as well as
commercial institutions as a result ot
the present systems of management
which makes it possiblo for a single in-

dividual
¬

to disorganize and disrupt nat-
ural

¬

commercial relations and to destroy
the value of capitalized property A
Ingle act of bad faith and bad faith is

quite the rule may result In a rate war
causing injury to railway earnings and
commercial values that is appalling It
often occurs that these great losses result
from management that is shielded by the
government having control of roads for
the moment released from obligations
the burden of which Is still carried by-

roada in the same territory and this is
one of the unhappy features of the pres-
ent

¬

state of affairs Rate wars and un¬

liable rates are the curse of the country
and its railroads

BOPES iron THE FUTDK-
ETet we will not despair The same

genius and public spirit that created
these institutions of commerce and of
transportation will preserve them The
wisdom of the people will not fall Let
us say tliutvre are not yet through the
schooling period that we are gathering
experience for the final adjustment of
these great questions but let ui hope
that the time is near at hand when out
of the wisdom of many years struggle
and bnrpsblp may come some universal
and rational notion that will place com-
mercial

¬

and producing institutions be-
yond

¬

anything excepting natural strife
under natural conditions and that will

deuce in the charges made againstsave the bullous of private capital of our
people invested in these highways from
selfdestruotioii Tho preseiit conditions
cannot be changed too quiokly but they
cannot be successfully changed by di-
verse

¬

local legislation in the different
states nor by national legislation ffbloh
does not comprehend the entire situation
and which applies local applications to-
an organic trouble Neither can they
be changed by the present diversified
systems of railway management There
are many theories proposed but most of
them are impracticable to remedy these
growing evils I have not the inclina-
tion

¬

much less tho wisdom and assur-
anoe to propose a remedy but it is my
belief that the lirst stop lies in a legal-
ized

¬

community of railway interests
making it possible under consistent and
reasonable regulations for all to pros-
per

¬

In the proper degree and to main-
tain

¬

such an attitude with relation to
conflicting commercial interests as will
con line them to natural territories be ¬

yond the lines of which destruction bo
gins

A COMMUNITY INTErEST
Railwny securities are now so uni-

versally
¬

hold among our own people as
legitimate Investments that the ques-
tion

¬

of the safe conduct of railwny prop-
erties

¬

is a matter of solicitude in nearly
every community ot the country shar-
ing

¬

alike with commercial institutions
importance as a factor of domestio and
sooial prosperity It is not a question
for hostile treatment nor one for hasty
notion but demands immediate and
careful attention and presents a prob-
lem

¬

nearly as great as that which con-

fronted
¬

tho frames of our constitution
and must bo dealt with as solemnly to
the end that every interest of every
community may be completely and justly
sorved aud that tho fruits of tho grand-
est

achievements of man may bo borne
bountifully and in the fullness of perfec-
tion

to all alike
REPLIES TO QUrSTIONS-

At the conclusion of Mr lleeks ad-

dress
¬

the president desired to propound
some questions concerning the railroad
situation and to have the audience ask
any that might occur to themthe replies
to which would bo of interest A large
number of gentlemen in the audience
took advantage of this opportunity and
the spoaker replied to them substantially
as fclows-

Ttiereisa growing good feeling be-

tween
¬

tho railroads and the people and
in every way a better understanding
especially in tho West where theie has
been so much friction hitherto and where
u feeliug of hostility towards railroads
has existed among the people This un-

derstanding
¬

is the result of experience
on the part of both Railroads have
committed many follies themselves
moro from lack of experience than from
lack of wisdom and seeinc their errors
have endeavored to correct them Many
questions have arisen and had to be met
by railway managers at tho moments
notice of paramount importance tothoso
which legislators deliberate days weeks
and months in adjusting and it could
scarcely be expected that error
would not creep In and false ground
be taken It should be remembered
that these representatives of railroads
havo been dealing also with oconomio
questions and that thore must neces-
sarily

¬

have arisen distention and dis-

satisfaction
¬

between them and those
controlling the destinies of the com-
mercial

¬

world In the older states thero-
is less difficulty than in tho new states of
the West It is the exception to find a
legislature in the Eastern states propos-
ing

¬

measures hostile to railways or seek-
ing

¬

to exercise specific control as in the
West although thero is at present more
restrictive legislation on the statute
books of many Western states than will
bo found in the Bust Tho trouble is
the West has been doing what is termed
as getting there all ntonce and the
conditions under whioh Western roads
have been obliged to work have been
widely different from those under which
roads are operated in the older states
People In the West have thought the
same rates and the same general con-

duct
¬

ot affairs should obtain as in the
East whilo Eastern roads have from
fifty to seventylive people to the square
mile to draw their revenue from and
those in the West have only from nvo to
twenty
kaimioyds ani political influence

Yes railroads have exercised politi-
cal

¬

mlluence I will not say that it has
always been wisely directed Whatever
railroads have douo in politics has been
done from motives of selfprotection
When it is considered how much of tho
legislation proposed in the different states
originates how little consideration is
given important measures of control and
how disastrous are the effects of many
lllconsidorod measures It is not strange
that the representatives of these great
properties which are really owned by
the people or at least among the people
should take an interest In shaping it
Most railroad men today however
recognizo that some sort of legislation is
necessary aud feel that it is o moro
than right that their experience should
be availed of In shaping it There is no
reason why mon experienced and inter-
ested

¬

in railway properties should be-

ostracised and regarded with suspicion
when the question of shaping the work
and dealing with the actual operations ot
their property is up for settlement

THE LIFE OF A KAILFOU
The life of n railroad varies accord-

ing
¬

to use and many causes such as
charter ot alignment grades climate
elo It is fair to assume that all the
crossties of which there are 3000 to the
mile must be renewed every eight
yenrs rails every ten or twelve yoars
wooden bridges nud structures about the
same rolling stock also And this
brings up a question ot vital Importance
which is never considered by legisl-
atures

¬

when they are fixing maximum
rates A large number of roads
especially in the West are unable for
the first five or eight years to earn more
than interest on the property so that
when time for renewal comes they can-
not

¬

make them and of course go In to
decay become unsafe and struggle
against great odds going through every
phase of poverty receivership and reor-
ganization

¬

and finally by pocketing the
old loss and by new and doubtful in-

vestment
¬

being made are kept
running Do not forget that this is be-
ing

¬

done every year not by
foreign capital but by our own
enterprising and plucky people who can
illy afford to carry tho burden The
same is true ot tho older and stronger
roads in many Instances and let me say
that nearly every Western road has had
its serious day of reokoning Dividends
havo been paid by some ot them when
the money used for that purpose should
have been laid aside for provident uses
The men who were responsible for this
are probably now out of control and the
securities for these properties are in the
hands of people who did not draw the
dividends Would it be fair to punish
them There Is little ot this thing now
and there will be still less from year to
year Competition in the way of superior
equipments and in general service is
calling for large and constantly increas-
ing

¬

expenditures that were not provided
tor when the roads were capitalized and

for whioh little provision
in the past

MUST COME TO TOOLING

I mean by a legalized community ot
railway interests a legalized system of
pooling It is useless to disguise the
faot that we have got to come to that for
the safety of every material interest of
the country

lao not mean to say however that
pooling should be permitted without re-

straint
¬

there should be such statutory
regulations as would prevent the pool
beinir used as a means of exacting haid
conditions from shippers It is easy
enough to regulate railways under the
pooling system so that they will not use
it as a means of raising rates the only
reason for the existence of the pool is to
secure stability of rates The present
law is an utter failure so far as bringing
about stability of rates is concerned

Many other questions were cheerfully
answered by Mr Meek who seemed to
believe that the people were entitled to
frankness and the gentleman was par-
ticular

¬

to emphasize his belief that the
only way out of the present difficulty wns
for tho owners of railway property to
work cordially with the people

the party bis defeat was inevitable
Thou it was thnt methods not sanctioned
by Democratic u ngo began to be enter-
tained

and discussed In certain
circles by which his nomination
might be effected and the Barry West

Co project of insubordination
to Mawfully constituted party authority
came in for a full share of attention
Soon it was discovered that the county
wns swarming with Union Laborites
KnightB of Labor and other sooret and
hostile elements ready to mass their
forces and capture the Democratic
party And us the day for the prima-
ries

approached the plot thickened
Unusual and extraordinary tests ot
Democracy were suggested and bolts

minority report on the Holland case
giving no reason for its action hurrying
the matter through with evident intent
to avoid debate the King delegates who
were Robertson partisans including the
entire delegation from Beat No 7 and
instructed to use tbelr best efforts to se-

cure

his Kings nomination voting to-

soat the bolting delegations The act of
the convention in declaring Mr Robert-
son

the nominee was so apparently fraud-
ulent

and subversive of the will and
mandate of the party as expressed
through the primaries that the Demo ¬

craoy determined not to respect It or
abide by it And when I say the Demo-
cracy

¬

I moan at least threefourths of
the Democats of the county Theyvare
convention Democrats and are In favor
of nominations and do not oppose tbe
convention only in this particular and
outrageous aot That is as fair a state-
ment

¬

of the party situation here as can
be so briefly made

The open secret about Mr Pendleton-
is that be In common with all true fair
minded and justiceloving Democrats
condemns the outrage and proposes to
wipe out the stain upon the partys fair
name by withholding bis sanotlon of
